T he American bulk car¬ 
rier Charles S. Hebard 
had been trading for 
58 years when the engine 
cylinder head blew during a 
voyage in September 1964.

Bruce was a year ahead of Joyce and 
went off to St. Catharines Collegiate.

He met his first 
wife here; Jacqueline worked in the pack¬ 
ing room. They married in 1949, aweekshy 
of Bruce's 20th birthday, and were together 
for 64 years.
